TRIBAL COUNCIL BUSINESS 
The Navajo Tribal Council opened a regular meeting 
April 14, 1952 in the council hogan at Window Rock, 
Arizona. 

First on the agenda was a report, by Tribal Chairman 
Sam Ahkeah, on the business trip made by the Advisory 
Committee to Washington, D.C. On this trip many things 
were discussed with Washington officials. Some of the 


very important discussions were finances, grazing and the 
San Juan water diversion project. 

After this report two new members were sworn into 
the council. Mr. James Becenti replaced Mr. Walter 
Francisco of Tohatchi, and Mr. Tyler Harris of Farming- 
ton replaced Mrs. Lilly J. Neil. 

Area Director Allan G. Harper, made a report to the 
council on the latest cuts in the Navajo Hopi Rehabilitat¬ 
ion bill. In addition Mr. Harper stated that he had noted 
increased interest in tribal affairs all over the reservation. 
He further stated that various communities were streng¬ 
thening and reviving their local chapter organization. 

Grazing problems were reviewed. It was felt that the 
increased moisture would help the range ^situation. During 
the drought years the council reduced the number of head 
in each herd to the carrying capacity of range. It was 
hoped that this number could be increased soon. 

Mr. Norman Littell, tribal attorney reported on the 
problem of ownership of improvements on trading posts 
located on the Navajo reservation. 

Mr. Littell also stated that he planned to ask Congress 
to increase payments on helium rights within the reserva¬ 
tion. He said that he felt that the 147,000 dollars already 
paid was insufficient. 

Many other important business matters were to be con¬ 
sidered in the second week of the meeting.

NAVAJO RESERVATION POLICE FORCE 

At the present time there are twenty-six all Indian 
Policemen on the Navajo Reservation under direct super¬ 
vision of Mr. Lorenzo Shirley, Criminal Investigator, with 
official headquarter at Fort Defiance, Arizona. 

The life of a reservation policeman is a busy one. It is 
seldom possible for him to work an eight hour day. How- 
' ever, it is planned that he will be off duty two days out of 
every seven. This can be fully realized where one thinks 
of the 25,000 square miles which are under the jurisdict¬ 
ion of the force. (This area is approximately the size of 
the State of West Virginia.) 

To better equip the policemen for their work F.B.I. 
training courses have been held at various places through¬ 
out the State, as, Kingman, St. Johns, and Flagstaff, Ariz¬ 
ona. It is planned that another school will be held this 
month at Fort Defiance, Arizona. At this school courses 
in range firing, judo, searching, gathering physical evi¬ 
dence, arrests, investigations, court procedures, testimony 
reports on crimes, etc., will be given. 

Mr. Shirley states that minor offenses are handled in 
police courts on the reservation. Major crimes, such 
as murder, arson, rape, etc., are turned over to the F.B.I. 
agents. Indian bootlegging is handled locally on first 
and second offenses. The third offenses a bootlegger is 
turned over to the Federal Authorities. Non-Indian boot¬ 
leggers on the Indian reservation, are turned over to the 
Federal Authorities immediately. Juvenile delinquency is 
turned over to the Indian Service Social Welfare or to 
State Social Welfare. 

Mr. Shirley further stated that most difficulties as, 
murder, fights, accidents, etc., usually occurred because 
of drinking. 

Veterans receive preference for employment on police 
force. At present all members are veterans except two. To 
be eligible for the police force a Navajo veteran must be 
between the ages of 21 and 40 inclusive; a non-veteran 
21 to 35. Either veterans or non-veterans must be able 
to read English and to make needed written reports in 
English on arrests, investigations, etc. 

Not only is it the policemen's duty to enforce laws but 
also to teach the people what behavior is expected. The 
police also try to show people that law enforcement is for 
protection of life and property and that they are friendly 
helpers to all law-abiding citizens.

It was insti¬ 
gated last summer by Governor Howard Pyle in an effort 
to unite Indians into a common voice to advise the gover¬ 
nor on Indian needs.

17. It is advisable to use wheel blocks to keep the auto¬ 
mobile in place whenever one or more wheels are jacked 
up. 

18. If a motor vehicle must be parked on an incline, set 
the emergency brake, leave the gears meshed, either in 
reverse or low, and turn off the ignition. If on an incline 
where there is a curb, turn the front wheels toward the 
curb. On other inclines wheel blocks, if available, can of 
course, be used. 

19. When necessary to park for any purpose including 
work on tires or chains, the vehicle should be completely 
off the road, if practicable; if it is not practicable use

flares at night and red flags in daylight. 

20. Follow traffic at a safe speed and distance consider¬ 
ing weather and road conditions. 

21. When approaching a child or a group of children, the 
horn should be sounded and speed should be reduced so 
that the motor vehicle may be stopped quickly if nece¬ 
ssary. 

22. Pedestrians should be given the right-of-way always. 

23. Avoid crowding and '’cutting-in" on other vehicles. 

24. Night driving is more dangerous then daylight driving 
and speed should be reduced. 

25. Always drive at reduced speeds on wet or icy pave¬ 
ments. 

26. Chains will not prevent skidding. 

27. If a tire bursts, endeavor to keep vehicles on the high¬ 
way and do not apply the brakes nor disengage the clutch 
until the motor vehicle has almost stopped. 

28. Apply brakes by a series of light applications except 
in emergencies. 

29. When backing and the rear view is not clear, try to 
have some person stand at the side or rear of the vehicle 
and give signals. 

30. Always keep the windshield, windows, headlights, and 
tail lights clean. 

31. Motor vehicle carrying passengers, such as workers, 
and the like, should be equipped to carry such passengers 
safely. 

32. Keep in mind always what you would do to avoid 
an accident if you faced an emergency NOW.

NAVAJOS REQUEST MORE LAW ENFORCEMENT IN 
GALLUP 

Representatives of the Navajo Tribal Council wrote the 
Gallup board of trustees and requested additional police 
protection for Navajos while in Gallup, New Mexico. The 
letter stated that a Navajo committee on law and order 
had canvassed "Navajoland." The committee said, "The 
worst condition we have found so far is in the town of 
Gallup. The neglect of our people so far as law enforce¬ 
ment is concerned is deplorable." 

The letter further stated "This condition has been 
called to your attention very often in the past, but condi¬ 
tions are becoming worse instead of better. We therefore 
urge you to take immediate steps to correct these condi¬ 
tions and suggest that at least three good Navajos be 
immediately placed on your police force. 

The letter continued "Gallup publicizes itself as the 
Indian Capital of the World and gains much good from 
such publicity. But the shameful conditions existing here 
are a disgrace to such publicity, and a constant source of 
heartache to our good Navajo people." 

As the result of this letter Governor Mechem has re¬ 
ferred the problem to State Police Chief, Joe Roach, with 
a request that efforts be made to see if local sheriffs 
cannot do more toward law enforcement where Navajos 
are involved.

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This group of Navajo community leaders visited the 
Arizona State Home Extension Meeting in Snowflake, 
Arizona last winter.

Mesdames 
Oleta Brinkerhoff and Elaine Valverde represented the 
Extension Division at Window Rock and Mrs. J.A. Poncel 
represented Ganado Mission. 

As far as is known this is the first time Navajo women 
leaders have taken part in Arizona State Home Demon¬ 
stration Meetings.

The aptitude test was given at the end of the third year 
of the program. The results of the test points out the type 
of wark the student can do best. By presenting the test in 
Navajo less time was lost and a more accurate result 
found. 

This special program was developed for Navajo boys 
and girls who were over age and not having had the privi¬ 
lege of attending school. Most of them began the program 
when they were from 1 2 to 14 years old.

Among the duties of the new division is taking care of 
the tribes and relocating them when their lands are flood¬ 
ed by the building of water reservoirs in river basins and 


helping tribes decide what uses are to be made of money 
given them for their lands,.

Last year 8,000 Navajos 
worked on the railroad but returned to the reservation 
during the winter. The wages for these workers were about 
six million. During the past winter two millions were paid 
to these Indian workers, in unemployment benefits, old-age 
assistance, surviors, sickness insurance and other claims.

The bureau expects to jail 600 of these racketeers in 
1952 for criminal tax frauds. Almost 300 have been 
found guilty in the part seven months.

ATLANTIC NATIONS PLAN 50 DIVISION ARMY 
FOR EUROPE THIS YEAR 

The Atlantic Nations plan the biggest peacetime mili¬ 
tary build-up in history. Between forty-five and fifty 
divisions are to be organized this year for the European 
continent. These divisions are to make-up a one-uniform 
Army. 

This is hailed as a major U.S. diplomatic victory and 
a triumph for Eisenhower’s drive for European unity. 
Fourteen foreign ministers of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) voted unanimously in favor of the 
measure. 

These NATO ministers also agreed that, as soon as the 
proposed European Army of some two million men is 
formed, they will sign a rough draft to the Atlantic 
Treaty pledging to rush to the aid of any member in case 
of attack. 

The cost of this army will be 300 billion dollars, 
which is to be borne by all nations who are members. 

The NATO nations are the United States, Canada, 
Ireland, Britain, Norway, Denmark, Holland, Belgium, 
Luxembourg, French, Italy and Portugal. Greece and 
Turkey are the new members of the organization.

CANCER TREATMENT 

There are two new developments in the treatment of 
cancer. 

The first treatment being studied is Egyptian Virus.

Scientists are 
now trying to get these Egyptian viri to eat cancer cells. 

The second treatment is done with radioactive gold. 
This treatment is used where the cancer is of the lungs or 
organs in the abdomen. It reduces pain, the number of 
times cancer has to be drained and sometimes reduces 
the size of the cancer.

They killed 226 people and left thousands 
homeless. Much damage was also done to utilities, as 
power lines, telephone and telegraph lines, etc. 

Church, school and armory buildings were converted 
into first aid stations, as hospitals were filled to capcity. 
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
